TIE vast majority of 
churches in Moscow 
are ruins, stores, or 
turned into  tene- 

ments, I saw 11 families 
housed in one tiny church 
with a birch tree growing 
from its roof. But a‘ few 
churches have been reopen-

Outside they are painted 
and well maintained, in con- 
trast to the decrepitude of 
Moscow. Inside they are 
quiet, ordered and clean— 
which the streets are not,

Tokyo, Feb, 17. 

The Japanese Govern- 
ment is expected to request, 
through the British diplo- 
matic mission in Tokyo, the 
convening of an Anglo- 
Japanese “adjustment con- 
ference” which would study 
measures for rectifying de- 
faults in the Anglo-Japanese 
-Payments Agreement - sign-- 
ed Jast year, 


The conference would study 
Japan's excessive holding of 
Sterling, which now, tolals some 
£85,000,000, far in ¢xcess of the 
agreed limit cf £70,000,000, 


Although — the Government 
policy of rectifying these exces 
sive Sterling holdings was, as 
requested y the . Ministry of 
International Trade and Indus- 
try, to stimulate imports.on the 
one hand and curtail exports 
on the other—nas it would re- 
fuce the overall volume of 
tronsaclions—by financial mca~ 
sures as advocated by the 
Finance Ministry, — this policy 
did not seem to have worked 
out to expectation and the Trade 
Ministry has finally, agreed with 
the Finance Ministry which 
wants the curtailing of cxports 
to the Sterling Arca through 
nancial measures. 


This decision was disclosed 
when-the Finance Minister, Me 
Hayato Ikeda, announced a new 
foreign policy effective from 
Feb. 18, this year with regard to 
the Sterling Area following an 
emergency meeting of Cabin 
Ministers yesterday,
